ness of the present uniform for the clothing and 
protection of a soldier. This pamphlet is a digest 
of the reports of experienced medical officers in 
reply to an order directing them to give their opin- 
ions regarding ‘‘ the hygienic fitness of the present 
uniform and allowance of clothing for enlisted 
men,” and may be considered exhaustive, as far as 
the needs of our Army are concerned. The num- 
ber of officers reporting is one hundred and sixty, 
and their stations are from Maine to the Pacific; 
and yet with singular unanimity they all agree in 
condemning the present hat and fit of the clothes, 
while most of them comment severely upon the 
quality of the garments issued by the Government. 
We propose briefly to glance at some of the recom- 
mendations contained in this report, which is the 
work of Brevet Lieutenant ALFRED A. WOoDHULL, 
assistant surgeon U.S. A. 

The first point touched on is the hat, the sugges- 
tions about which are numerous. The hat which 
is considered the most appropriate is the “ An- 
drew’s hat,” which was supplied to the Second 
Dragoons in Texas in 1853 by General Harney. 
It is described as ‘‘ a broad-brimmed soft-felt, of a 
pearl or stone color, capable of being looped up, 
but with a stiff brim when let down, and with an 
orifice for ventilation on each side of the crown 
that may be closed at pleasure.” The hat, when 
looped up, looks somewhat like the old-fashioned 
chapeau, and when the sides are let down they 
furnish abundant protection from the rain and 
solar heat. These hats can be manufactured at 
about two dollars and a half each. The abolition 
of the leather stock is recommended. 

The following description is given of the coat 
recommended : 


A loose habit made with a yoke, so as to fit well but leaving the 
heck entirely free; large at the shoulder and in the arm, for the 
most unconstrained exercise of a muscular man, and small at the 
wrist ; very full in the body, with longitudinal piaits in front and 
with full short skirts ; the whole to nearly resemble what is known 
as the Swiss blouse. It should have these features also: a collar to 
turn over about an inch and a half; to be lined throughout, or not, 
according to climate ; to have stout pockets in the body accessible 
at the plaits; to be fastened at the waist by an inner belt, as is now 
commonly provided in the officer’s coat ; to have a broad belt be- 
tween the body and the skirt, upon which the waist-belt of the ac- 
coutrements should fit accurately and remain in position ; and, 


| Saas now issued, and of a grayish blue color. A 
| Size of pantaloons for mensix feet in height is also 
recommended, and an allowance of one pair of 
stout overalls for each foot soldier. For mounted 
troops the continued use of re-inforced full-bot- 
tomed trousers is advised, with the addition of 
light leather overalls, or leggings, in certain locali- 
ties. Itis proposed that the drawers should be 
made of varied thicknesses to correspond. with the 
shirts, and conform in shape to the trousers. The 
use of the leather gaiter is suggested for infantry 
and jack-boots for the cavalry; and that the works 
of the Ordnance Department be enlarged to em- 
brace shoe factories, and make all the leather arti- 
cles needed for the Army. The adoption of the 
cavalry overcoat is recommended for all arms. and 
the addition of a detachable hood. The more fre- 
quent issue of blankets is advised, and of a better 
quality. Several additional articles are also sug- 
gested, such as sheepskin coats for the guards at 
exposed stations. An extra issue of clothing is 
recommended to men stationed at posts where they 
are required to do severe labor which will wear 
out their clothes more rapidly than ordinarily. It 
is also suggested in conclusion, that a distinctive 
army color be adopted, and that soldiers be for- 
bidden to have civilians’ clothes and a civilian 
soldiers. It is believed that judicious legislation 
to this effect would raise the tone of the Army and 
put a stop to the sale of clothes for liquor. 

There are many other points brought out in the 
report which we have: not spoken of, but which 
merit attention. It was eminently proper that the 
Medical Department should have taken hold of 
this subject of Army clothing, and we think that 
a large majority of Army officers will, upon exam- 
ination, endorse the recommendations of the re- 
port, which if carried out would do much to en- 
hance the comfort of the soldier, whether serving 
in Alaska or in some one of the extreme Southern 
States. The various medical directors and their 
subordinates deserve the thanks of the Army for 
the careful attention they have given this subject, 
and we trust that the report will be acted on with- 
out any prolonged delay. 











A COMPARISON. 

Some time since, we made a comparison between 
the Ville de Paris and some vessels of our new 
screw fleet, in order to illustrate the difference of 
the results obtained by machinery of ordinary con- 
struction and that of Mr. IsHERwoop’s experi- 
ments. We have been given to understand that 
objection has been made to the comparison, on the 
ground that the Ville de Paris has vertical cylin- 
der engines, which p.oject above the water-line. 
Although this has nothing to do with the question 
of proportions, which was the one under discus- 
sion, we are disposed to be accommodating, and 
shall try to select another ship for comparison, 
which carries her engines wnder the water-line. 
We formerly took the Ville de Paris; we now take 
the City of Paris—a distinction with a difference. 
The City of Paris is the: steamer that last week 
ranfacross the Atlantic Ocean at the rate of over 
fourteen}knots;an hour. As we have said, she has 
horizontal engines, such as are very extensively 
used in the English and other Edropean navies. 

Now let us take the Contoocook and the City of 
Paris, and run a parallel between them. The 
Contoocook: is of about 3,000 tons displacement; 
the City of 'Paris is upwards of 5,000 tons dis- 
placement. The steam machinery in both vessels 
occupies about the same space in the length of the 
ship. The Contoocook, on a short trip, achieves 
a maximum of thirteen knots; the City of Paris 
has repeatedly crossed the Atlantic in stormy 
months, at an average jspeed of from [fourteen to 
fourteen and a half knots. The Contoocook, with 
a displacement of but 3,000 tons, has a screw of 17 
feet diameter by 28 feet mean pitch, which, we 
understand, achieves a maximum of 47 or 48 turns; 
the City of Paris, with upwards of 5,000 tons dis- 
placement, has’ a screw of 19 feet diameter by 
29 1-2 feet pitch, which she turns over 52 times all 
the way across the Atlantic. Ata glance will be 
seen the enormous difference in the power exerted 
by machinery occupying the same relative space. 
The old-fashioned engines of the City of Paris 
turn a screw 25 per cent. larger than the Contoo- 
cook’s a greater number of times than the latter’s 
engines turn her screw, and drive a vessel 2,000 
tons larger than the Contoocook at a much higher 
speed through the water. 

We must bear in mind that the City of Paris is 
constantly crossing the ocean without repairs of 
any extent; but the example of the Guwerriere | 
shows that the Contoocook’s engines, if driven 
across the Atlantic in the same manner as those of 
the City of Paris and other cargo ships, would 
require months of repairs, in order to be able to 
come back—such is the character of their propor- 
tions. It took three or four months to repair the 
Pensacola’s engines, which are duplicates of the 
Contoocook’s, after a run from Baltimore to New 
York. 








ELseWHERE in this issue will be found an ab- 
stract of the supplementary report of the Board © 
appointed by the Governor of the State of New 
York, to examine the various systems of breech- 
joading arms, and also such plans for the conver- 
sion of Springfield rifles into breech-loaders as 
were presented to them. The Board recommend 
that the muzzle-loading arms owned by the State 
be altered into breech-loaders according to the 
RosBeERTS system. 
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A PRIVATE soldier of the Sixteenth Infantry was re- 
cently tried before a General Court-martial which con- 
vened at Macon, Georgia, on the charge of “ neglect of 
duty to the prejudice of ga.1 order and military disci- 
pline,” in having allowed a prisoner to escape from his 
custody when on duty as sergeant of the post guard at 
Columbus,Georgia. The accused pleaded in bar of trial, 
that he ‘ad already been punished for the same offence, 
by bein;s reduced to the ranks as a private soldier, by the 
commanding officer of his regiment, which plea was sus, 
tained by the court. 


Major-General Meade, commanding the Third Military 
District, makes the following remarks on the case : 


The proceedings in the case of Private Nelson Gor- 
ham, Company G, Sixteenth Infantry, are disapproved. 
The testimony introduced by the accused in suppert of 
his plea does not show that the offence for which he was 
reduced to the ranks was identical with the offence upon 
which he was The most that can be claimed 
from this evidence is that the offences were similar. 
But even if the plea in bar of trial were properly sup- 
ported by the evidence adduced, it cannot be regarded as 
a valid one. The 87th Article of War directs that no sol- 
dier shall be tried twice for the same offence. The ob- 
ject of trial is to establish judicially the guilt or inno- 
cence of the accused, and if found guilty, to award ao 
proportionate punishment. A mere arbitrary punish- 
ment, imposed upon the accused without trial, cannot 
by any law or custom justify a court ‘in refusing to in- 
vestigate and judicially determine the guilt or inno- 
cence of the accused upon charges regularly referred to 
it. The accused could not plead that he had been tried 
before, for he had neither been uitted nor convicted 
by any form of trial. ‘The court should have overruled 
the plea and proceeded toa finding in this case, after 
which, in event of conviction, whatever previous suffer- 
ing or punishment the prisoner may have nndergone in 

uence of his offence, could have fairly been taken 
into consideration by the court, either in passing a more 
lenient sentence, or in recommendation to the mercy of 
the reviewing authority. The members of the court are 
speumanmed to carefully read upon this point the re- 
marks of Bennet, page 18, rev. ed. orof De Hart, pages 
144 and 145, 

Owing to the length of time Private Gorham has been 
in confinement and the difficulty of reconvening the 
court, no further action will be taken in the case. Pri- 
vate Gorham will be released from confinement and re- 
stored to duty.

BrEVET Colonel Joseph B. Collins, Second Infantry, 
has been tried before a general court-martial which con- 
vened at Newport Barracks, Kentucky, upon the follow- 
ing charges: 1st. Violation of the 45th Article of War. 
2d. Conduct unbecoming an officer and a gentleman. 
3d. Violation of the 1017th paragraph of the Army 
Regulations to the prejudice of good order and military 
discipline. 4th. Signing a false certificate, knowing it 
to be false, with the intention of defrauding the Govern- 
ment. The court found the accused not guilty of the 
charges and specifications preferred against him. Ma- 
jor General Thomas, commanding the Department of 
the Cumberland, however, makes the following remarks 
on the case : 


In the case of Brevet Colonel ae B. Collins, major 
Second Infantry, the finding to the ist, 2d and, 4th 
charges, with their specifications, are disapproved. 

The evidence of two witnesses, Captain Lacy and 
Lieutenant Harkins, places beyond dispute the fact that 
Colonel Collins did become intoxicated at the time and 
place mentioned in the second specification to the first 
charge, and that he became unable to perform his duty 
as ng officer of the post. What occurred 
thereafter had nothing to do with the specific charge, 
and should not have been considered. 

Under the second charge and its specifications, it is 
— testified to by the only witness examined, 

eutenant Bateman, that at the time it was given, and 
the manner of its expression, that the directions to him 
to purchase a bottle of whiskey, was considered by him 
as an order of Colonel Collins, and that he complied 
with it under protest. Lieutenant Bateman, a youn 
and ced officer, was taken advantage of, an 
his temporary position of honor as officer of the day was 
assailed by one, who, after serving in the army for 
twenty years, ought certainly to have refrained from 

@ novice in the profession. 

To the fourth charge and specification the accused 
pleads not guilty, but subsequently admits the entire 
facts as stated in the specification, “ reserving the right 
of explaining the transaction.” His admission is sup- 


ported by the evidence taken on both sides, yet in the 
face of ail this the court finds the accused not guilty of 
that which he himself admits having done. His re- 
serving to himself the right of explaining the transac- 
tion, which explanation in no wise mitigates the offence, 
should not have influenced the court nor have been at 
all considered by them. 

Colonel Collins will be released from arrest and report 
for duty. 


BREVET Major-General Canby, commanding the Sec- 
ond Military District,on the 2d instant issued the fol- 
lowing order: 


At the election held in the State of South Carolina on 
the 14th, 15th, and 16th days of April, 1868, pursuant to 
General Orders, Ne. 40; from these; headquarters, dated 
March 13,1868, and under the authority of the law of 
the United States of March 2, 1867, “to provide for the 
more efficient government of the rebel States,’ and the 
laws supplementary thereto, the question of ratifying or 
rejecting the Constitution framed by the convention 
elected for that purpose, under the authority of the afore- 
cited laws, was submitted to the qualified electors of 
the said State; and at which election was also sub- 
mitted, undcr the authority of the second section of the 
law of the United States of March 11, 1868, amendatory 
of the afore cited laws, and of the ordinances of the con- 
vention adopted on the 7th and 8th days of March, 1868, 
the election of the officers of the legislative and execu- 
tive departments of the State of South Carolina pro- 
vided for by the said constitution ; and, also, under the 
same authority, of members of the House of Representa- 
tives of the Con of the United States. And the 
election officers having made the returns required by 
law, it is hereby declared— 

ist. That the constitution adopted by the convention 
which assembled in the city of Charleston, 8. C., on the 
14th day of January, and adjourned on the 17th day of 
March, 1868, has been ratified by a majority of the votes 
actually cast by the qualified electors of the State of 
South Carolina.

ON the ist inst. Brevet Major-General R. C. Buchanan, 
commanding the Fifth Military District, issued the fol- 
lowing order, relieving Brevet Major-General Hartsuff 
from duty in that District : 


I. In accordance with Special Orders No. 91, current 
series, from Headquarters of the Army, Brevet Major- 
General George L. Hartsuff, lieutenant-colonel and as- 
sistant adjutant-general U. 8. Army, is relieved from 
duty in the Fifth Military District, and will proceed to 
comply with the direetions of that order in his case. 

General Hartsuff has been attached to the staff of the 
headquarters of the Department of the Gulf and of the 
Fifth Military District, since December 30, 1865, and his 
uniform urbanity of manner, with the sound judgment 
which he has displayed in the performance of his duties, 
have not only gained for him the respect, but the kind 
feeling, of the community, as well as of the several 
commanders with whom he has been serving during 
that period. 

The Brevet Major-General commanding cannot part 
from General Hartsuff without expressing regret at the 
loss of so valuable an officer, and his best wishes for 
his prosperity. 

Il. Brevet Brigadier-General Thomas H. Neill, major 
Twentieth Infantry, will perform the duties of Acting 
Assistant Adjutant General, relieving Brevet Major- 
General Hartsuff. 


BREVET Major-General R. C. Buchanan, makes the 
following remarks on proceeding of a court-martial in 
the case of a soldier who was recently tried in the Fifth 
Military District. 


Six of the officers composing this court, in a separate 
communication addressed to the assistant adjutant-gen- 
eral of this District, recommend the accused to the 
clemency of the reviewing officer. It is supposed that 
this paper was intended as a recommendation by the 
members of the court, those whose names appear upon 
it, having signed it as such ; but it is evident that in its 
present form, it can only receive consideration as the re- 
commendation of so many officers stationed in Browns- 
ville, that ithas no connection with the record, and that as 
a separate communication it should have been worded dif- 
ferently, and forwarded separately through the proper 
channels. It is provided by theregulations that no recom 
mendation shall be embraced in the body of the sentence. 
A recommendation is not an act of the court, but an act 
only of those members of the court who sign it. As 
pes & it should be appended to the record. To detach it 
and give it the form adopted in the present instance, is 
to destroy its character as such, and to make it simply 
the official act of so many officers, without any reference 
to their detail on a court. Nevertheless, that the ac- 
cused may not suffer by this oversight, the sentence is 
remitted, and he will be released from confinement and 
restored to duty. 


In commenting on the case of another soldier, who 
was tried before this court, the same oflicer says: 

Attention is however called to the looseness of the 

ifications, which describe the clothing stolen as both 

the property of the government and the private property 

of enlisted men, and fail to give a description of the articles 

themselves. Uniform clothing, once the property of 








lawfully disposed of; after which the proprietorship 
passes out of the government and becomes vested in those 
who have thus lawfully become possessed of it. When 
issued to the soldier, however, it is with the restriction 
that it shall not be sold or applied to any other use than 
that for which it is issued. ‘The sentence in this case is 
confirmed and will be duly executed, the post where his 
company may be serving being designated as the place 
of confinement, 








EXAMINATION OF BREECH-LOADING ARMS. 


THE supplementary report of the board appointed by 
Governor Fenton for the examination of breech-loading 
military small arms, has just been published. It will 
be remembered that in May, 1867, this board, consisting 
of Brigadier-General George W. Palmer, commissary- 
general of Ordnance, Brigadier-General William G. 
Ward, commanding First Brigade, Colonel George M. 
Baker, Seventy-fourth regiment, and Colonel Silas W. 
Burt, assistant inspector-general, was, on its own recom- 
mendation, ordered to make a further test of the Allin, 
Berdan, and Roberts methods of conversion. The board 
was also authorized to test such other arms as they con- 
sidered possessed sufficient merit to entitle them to be 
admitted for trial. ‘The board met on the 9th of July, 
and continued its sessions, with intervals, until the 11th 
of December. The guns submitted for trial were sub- 
jected to the following tests, which were prescribed for 
all the competitors alike: 


1st. For endurance—to be tested with one thousand 
rounds, in series of one hundred rounds each, discharged 
rapidly, the arm to be cooled, cleaned and inspected in 
the intervals, and the wear and tear’, absolute and rela- 
tive, carefully noted. 

2d. ‘lo be fired fifty rounds, with ammunition pre- 
pared by the board. 

3d. ‘lo be fired with defective cartridges such num- 
ber of times as the board may deem necessary. 

4th. The board reserves the right to subject all the 
arms to such other practical trials as may be deemed 
necessary to fully test their merits. 


The board arrived at the following conclusions re- 
garding the principal guns tested : 


The Allin Gun.—The locking device is secure and 
easily manipulated. ‘he Miller ejector is disapproved, 
as the forcible blow of the breech-block upon the lever, 
as required to eject the cartridge-case, occasions great 
wear by battering the lever and breech-block, and would 
probably, after continued use, become inefficient. This 
ejector was introduced to do away with a spring, which 
has been hitherto considered undesirable. The board, 
after very careful consideration, conclude that springs 
of proper form, material and workmanship, will equal 
in endurance the other portions of the mechanism. ‘I'he 
durability of properly manufactured and inspected 
springs is demonstrated by those in the lock of the 
Springfield muzzle-loading arms. No device can secure 
the exact and constant ejection of the case as well asa 
spring of the proper elasticity. The question of ejec- 
tion of the cartridge-case is, however, one dependent 
upon class of breech system, and in many cases mere 
retraction is alone necessary. 

The method of securing the breech-block hinge to 
the barrel by a band entirely clasping the latter, isa 
most decided improvement upon the strap merely 
screwed on. 

The Berdan Gun, No 2.—This gun has no indepen 
dent locking device for the breech, but depends upon 
certain nice calculations and analysis of the forces of 
recoil. As a merely mechanical demonstration, such 
calculations may be entirely satisfactory, but applied to 
practice, and relying for their efficiency upon careful 
manufacture, and delicate adjustments involving exact 
measurements, they are undesirable. The best evidence 
of this rests in the fact that the ingenious exhibitor of 
this gun has presented another upon the system of ab- 
solute and separate lock. 


The Lamson Gun.—This gun has no independent 
locking device, and the ability to close the breech and 
secure it when in positioa, depends upon a divided 
breech-block, the relative motion of one portion of which 
upon the other is equivalent in effect to the loose hinge 
in Berdan’s No. 2 gun. As in that arm, nice adjust- 
ments and workmanship are required, nor even then 
can they be considered as efficient. The guns of this 
system exhibited to the board have been of beautiful 
workmanship and unexceptionable material, displaying 
great mechanical skill; yet at the previous session of 
the board both the guns exhibited were disabled by the 
explosion of defective cartridges, and at the present 
session the breech of the gun, as first exhibited, was 
blown open by similar cartridges. It was subsequently 
modified, so as to withstand the test, but it is obvious 
that a system requiring such nice adjustments is unde- 
sirable for military arms. The retractor and ejector of 
this gun are highly approved by the whole board, and 
its easy application to the hinge band around the barrel, 
or to a separate receiver, further commends it.. 

The Miller Gun.—The iocking device of this gun is 
designed as an equivalent for that of the Allin, the 
advantages claimed being the possibility of a square 
recoil seat, and not crowding the cartridge case forward 
in opening the breech. Conceding these points, the 
board does not conceive them as very material, while 
the sliding movement of the key and consequent friction 
and wear are certainly disadvantages. lf to prevent 
wear the key is hardened, a violent explosion, as from 
an imperfect cartridge, may break the key, as was illus- 
trated by the tests. The ejector of this arm has been 
estimated under the head of the Allin gun.

AN INTERESTING LETTER. 


THE following letter, written in 1798, by Doctor Wil- 
liam Thornton of Washington, contains suggestions of 
improvements which the writer thought should be intro- 
duced ir the Navy ; among which were the introduction 
of steam propulsion and the substitution of a lock for 
matches in firing cannon. The letter contains so much 
that is interesting that we reprint the whole of it. 

CITY OF WASHINGTON, June 28, 1798. 

DEAR FRIEND : As you are now at the head of the 


Naval Department, you will, no doubt, find yourself 


frequently intruded on, by the suggestions of those who 
think they have made discoveries, or who are acquainted 
with what are considered as improvements made by 
others ; and, lam sure, from my long acquaintance with 
you, that you wi’’ excuse any transgression on your time, 
when you weigh against it the motive of address. 

You may remember how often I have wished the pro- 
gress of the French, in overturning those despotic gov- 
ernments which subjected the poor to oppression, and 
prevented their enjoying the common privileges of man, 
and how, often I have wished the subversion of the 
British government, because that virtuous people could 
not obtain a reform of its abuses—but, although the ex- 
tent of my wishes, in some respects, have not been ac- 
complished, the French have acted so unjust a part in 
others, that I suspect different motives govern them than 
the emancipation of the human race; and their contin- 
ued treatment of America is such a proof of wanton 
aggression, that their cause, which filled every human 
mind with enthusiastic good wishes, no longer operates ; 
for they have given proofs of having lost sight of the 
principle of their first efforts ; and 1 think our country 
has shown such temperance and forbearance, in general, 
that every one will join in support of those measures which 
may be deemed necessary, not only to repel every attack, 
but every insult, and to demand redress. 1 wished this had 
been general, and not merely directed against the 
French ; but [ have seen some speeches in the House 
of Representatives that have induced me to think there 
has been less cause for complaint, from other qnarters, 
than I had imagined. I have sometimes lamented the 
war speeches of our President, but from what has ap- 

sared he seems to have acted not more boldly than honest-

I will take the liberty of calling your attention to a 
few objects. 

It is of great consequence to prepare our powder in 
the best manner. With this Ihave some acquaintance, 
and should take pleasure in communicating what I know 
on the subject, but it is well considered in a paper writ- 
ten by the honorable George Napier, and published in 
the transactions of the Royal Irish Academy, which will 
probably be found in the Philadelphia Library. If not, 
{ will write the essentials whenever you request them. 

In defence of forts that are of consequence, it is ma- 
terial to have a small well-constructed air furnace, not 
only to heat, but also, if attacked by a large force, to 
cast the balls during action. This is a secret, al- 
most unknown, but terrible in its effects. It is easy to 
prove it at any of the founderies.gThe balls must be cast 
in moulds, and suffered to cool in proportion to their 
diameter, till a crust is formed on their outside, the in- 
side being at the same time liquid. A cannon, charged 
and fired immediately at a vessel, will cover twenty or thir- 
ty feet diameter with liquid iron, by the bursting of the 
ball on its striking ; and the liquid iron sticks so closely, 
that it will set the whole on fire. If by any accidental 
delay it should cool so much as not to burst on striking, 
it will still act as a heated ball, and with more certainty, 
being in a much hotter state, [have discovered a species 
of very heavy lava in this country, which can be cast 
into balls, at a much cheaper rate than iron, and be 
equally effectual. < 

I would recommend to government to have their 
cannon fitted with locks, rather than to make use of 
matches, the latter producing frequent accidents, and 
sometimes subjecting the gunners to great inconve- 
niences. Locks have been contrived by the English, andI 
think they are now in use. Their adaptation to the 
cannon is very easy. 

I should also recommend a steam-engine in each large 
ship, not only to propel her forward in case of a dead 
calm, which would give the superiority by enabling them 
to rake the enemy fore and a‘t, but in case of leakage 
by combat or common accident, it would keep the vessel 
clear of water by pumping with more efficacy than a 
whole ship’s crew. ‘lhe expense of this engine is not 
in the ratio of its increase of power, for the workman- 


ship is nearly the same in a large and small machine, and | 





the increased price of materials and bulk bear but a 
very small proportion to the increase of power ; all which 
are great desiderata. Mr. Voigt, chief coiner at the mint, 
will give every the information relative to the construc- 
tion. With animperfect machine we propelled a boat at 
rate of eight miles per hour, through the water; and 
went from Philadelphia to Trenton and back the 
same day; which make eighty miles by water. ” 

I do not know if the United States have yet adopted 
the use of carronades. I had occasion, when at the 
University of Edinburgh, to revise and transcribe for 
Sir John Dalrymple, some account of them, to be trans- 
mitted to the Lords of Admiralty before they were used 
in the British navy, on which forty thousand pounds 
sterling, were expended, and they were used with pro- 
digious advantage. They require, however, to be in ves- 
sels prepared expressly, on account of being placed in 
beds, and not permitted to recoil in the usual way. In 
close fight, or after grapnelling, they are tremendous, 
as they fire large canisters. I also recommend similar 
chambers in common cannon. I contrived grapnels to 
be fired from the great guns which might be of servico 
in desperate engagements, and in case of the enemy’s 
defeat, when but little crippled in the rigging. They 
are formed like pointed slugs, with short spring-barbs, 
so that they will enter, but cannot return—attached to 
short iron chains, connected with coils of rope. 

The Russians (as I was informed by my friend Major 
Rivardy, in our Artillery) steep all their cartridge paper 
in a solution of alum, which, by preventing it ,from 
taking fire, there is little danger of infl4m2d pieces re- 
maining behind, as in the common cartridge, and spong- 
ing is thus rendered less necessary. This they hold as 
a great secret. I do not know whether it be practised 
by any other nation or not. 

In some of the British packets there are many con- 
veniences for preparing the provisions of the people, 
which may with great saving of time and expense be 
adopted. The same fuel prepares the provisions, and 
distils salt water into fresh. ts say be yet made more 
extensive in its application. 

A work published lately, by Count Rumford, contains 
many excellent modes of preparing provisions at a very 
easy and cheap rate. Such methods might be pursued 
with great advantage by the stewards and pursers of 
our ships-of-war. It would aleo be proper to fit each 
vessel with proper ventilators, for nothing will conduce 
more to the preservation of health that pure air. 

In case the bloody flag should ever be hung out, it 
might be properto be furnished with the poison of the 
woorara, with the preparation of which I am acquainted, 
Bullets, buckshot and swan-shot may be steeped in the 
solution of it, and used according to distance, which in 
a few minuies would not leave one maz alive in spite 
of all aid. This, however, is so dangerous a poison 
that it may perhaps be improper to trust it in common 
hands, for the scratch of a pin dipped in it would be 
certain death. It may be better to supply our sailors 
with the Russian wire shirts, which are very cheap, not 
cumbrous, and an effectual preservative against small 
arms. You may remember after a bloody battle Freder- 
ick II. shook out of his clothes seven bullets, in con- 
sequence of one of these shirts. They permit broken 
ribs or contusions, but nothing more on the body. This 
would also be useful to companies stationed among the 
Indians, against whom it is become necessary to guard ; 
but I lament, nay, deprecate any war on these poor, mis- 
guided, and suffering people. But Iam now out of your 
department ; however, I will proceed; for, although 
what I have to say may be unworthy of a separate com- 
munication to the Secretary of War, with whom I have 
scarcely the honor of an acquaintance, yet if you find 
anything worth mentioning, it will not be neglected. 

‘The Russian exercise is in many cases shorter than 
ours, although ours is an improvement on the Prussian, 
and shorter than the English. I think, as a soldier is a 
mere machine, he ought to be a machine with as few 
useless movements as possible; and, in the exercise, 
every useless motion ought to be avoided ; for in action 
they cannot avail, and may produce confusion. 

The Russian ramrod is a perfect cylinder, equally 
thick ; so that in drawing the poms and rawming 
down the cartridge there is no change of the end, in re- 
turning it the same. Besides obtaining a quicker 
motion, the cartridge, at one stroke, is rammed home, 
which in an engagement is of cansequence ; for by 
not ramming it well down, the ball is forced out of the 
muzzle so very feebly, that it might be caught in the hand 
a few yards distance without danger—whereas the other 
goes with full foree and does execution. The musket 
becomes heavier by the cylindrical ramrod, but cus- 
tom soon reconciles the weight. The Russian onet 
is also much longer than ours, and is broad, with two 
edges. Instead of placing the musket on the hip in 
charging bayonet, they charge over the bend of the 
leftarm, bringing the left hand back to the 
and holding the handle of: the stock with the right, by 
pressing the musket to the breast and fixing it in se 
many points, and level with the breast of the enemy, it 
cannot well be parried ; whereas, resolute men, wiil pass 
through a column charging in the common manner, by 
dividing the bayonets with their naked hands as they 
pass, and this I have known with great success, in a des- 
perate action. 

The Russians give the word—take aim—cock—fire !— 
by which they prevent that hurry in firing which is cus- 
tomary in other service after having cocked ; for frequent- 
ly the soldiers fire before they level, and not only 
inevitably miss the enemy, but lose time and ammuni- 
tion. By the Russian mode there is much greater 
certainty of execution. 

A regiment might be formed called the invalnerables, 
having plain iron casques or helmets—an iron baron tle 
shoulder, and down the outside of the arm (with twu 
joints) as a defence against horsemen or foot, with sabres; 
their fronts defended by the wire shirts, which are not 
only proof against bullets, but the bayonet. Ribbons

The arquebus of the Swiss, which is rifled, and fires a 
four ounce bullet, is effectual at a thousand paces. It 
requires a rest, and moves on an axis, but in stations 
may be very useful, 

l invented a steam gun, with which in presence of 
some respectable characters in Philadelphia I drove 
through inch plank twenty-four bullets succesively in two 
minutes, with one pint of water, and without any report ; 
but this I think at present is more curious than useful.

THE ENGLISH PRESS ON THE WAMPANOAG, 





TueE Engineer, a leading English mechanical paper, 
in its issue of April 24th, has a two column editorial on 
“The New Alabamas of the U. 8. Navy,” in which it dis- 


cusses the performance of the Wampanoag on her recent 


trial trip. Much of the article is made up of a descrip- 
tion of this class of vessels, and of other facts with which 
our readers are sufficiently familiar already, and we there- 
fore make such extracts instead of re-printing the article 
entire. 


At ‘the time the last American war broke out the 
United States practically possessed no navy. Immense 
exertions were put forth by the Northern States to pro- 
duce a fieet of fighting ships. Things were done ina 
hurry, and many mistakes were made. Since the war 
was brought toa termination much hes been done at 
leisure to supply the country with an eflicient fleet, and 
still graver mistakes have been committed. The first 
were excusable ; the latter are not, and those who com- 
plain of the nepotism and prejudice which exist in official 
circles in England, may learn from the progress of 
events across the Atlantic that a republic is not neces- 
sarily exempt from the defects held by a class to be pe- 
culiar to our imperial system of government. No chief 
constructor, no board of admiralty, no marine engineer 
in England has ever manifested the official incompe- 
tency displayed by the Bureau of Steam Engineering 
in the United States ; and we cannot select a more in- 
teresting subject for a large class of our readers than the 
latest doings of Mr. Isherwood and his fellow officials in 
that department. Reports of their operations reach us 
tolerably regularly. ‘These, it is fair to say, are often 
tinted, and sometimes highly colored by prejudice. They 
require to be examined and sifted and compared care- 
fully ; but after every allowance is made which it is 
possible for an impartial observer to make, enougl till 
remains to prove that the United States Bureau of Steam 
Engineering do not know how to design a good marine 
engine, and are thoroughly competent to commit blun- 
ders of sufficient magnitude to startle English marine 
engineers out of their propriety. 

The United States Navy is divided into two distinct 
classes, one intended for coast and harbor defence, and 
the weightier operations of warfare ; the other to protect 
the commerce of the country. The first class consists 
wholly of monitors, ironclad, and carrying 15-inch and 
20-inch guns; the second of unarmored cruisers, styled 
generally, “new Alabamas,” which will act the part of a 
naval police. As regards the first class we are not now 
about to speak. The second claims all our attention. It 
is obvious that unarmed cruisers, to be of use, must pos- 
sess greatspeed. They ought to be faster than the tast- 
est blockade-runner if they are to be as efficient as it 
is possible to make them, so that they may beable to 
run away from ships of greater fighting powers on the 
one hand, and on the other to pursue and capture the 
fastest ships which a foe can employ in commerce... We 
have recently learned ourselves the value of such ves- 
sels, and the attempt has been made to supply England 
with them, it must be added, with but partial success ; 
yet our Alabamas are immeasurably superior to any- 
thing which brother Jonathan has yet turned out or is 
likely to turn out while Mr. Isherwood remains in 
power. 

It is obvious that on the construction of the engines 
the success of such a craft as the Wampanoag must 
altogether depend. The model is so excellent that the 
engine builder cannot shift the responsibility from his 
own shoulders to those of the naval architect, and Mr. 
Ishérwood’s reputation must stand or fall by his ma- 
chinery. Such machinery, we venture to state, never 
before was sent afloat ; and before we proceed to indi- 
cate its character we feel it necessary to assure our read- 
ers that we exaggerate nothing, the accuracy of every 
statement being guaranteed by authority which may 
be regarded as indisputable. 

Now at the time the Wampanoag was said to have 
attained 16.71 knots, the engines made, we are told, but 
thirty-one revolutions per minute. This is equivalent 
to a piston speed of 248 feet per minute. The area of a 
100-inch piston is 7,854 square inches ; multiplying this 
by the speed in feet per minute and dividing by 33,000, 
we get 59-horse power nearly, as the power of one en- 
gine per pound of average cylinder pressure, or for two 
cylinders 118-horse power, of for 20 pounds 2,360-horse 
power only. We have seen that on the lowest estimate 
about twice this power would be required to propel the 
ship at sixteen knots, and we are therefore forced to the 
conclusion that if such a speed was ever attained the 
screw must have run off over 120 revolutions per minute, 
or the cylinder pressure must have averaged 40 pounds 
throughout the stroke while the vacuum was but 18 
inches or 19 inchesof mercury. We leave our readers to 
choose their own alternative; for ourselves we state 
plainly that we do not believe that a speed of sixteen 
knots was, if attained si a!l, ever maintained for more 
than a minute or two, unless, indeed, which is not un- 
likely, she was running before a strong wind in a power- 
ful tide race. 

We now come to the most extraordinary features in 
Mr. Isherwood’s abnormal designs. We think it is 
plain that under no circumstances can the engines of 
the Wampanoag develop more than 3,500-horse power. 
What boiler power do our readers suppose has been 
provided to supply a pair of 100-inch cylinders at thirty 
revolutions? ‘he reply cannot fail to startle them. 
The Wampanoag is fitted with no fewer than twelve 
boilers containing fifty-four furnaces, affording 30,000 
square feet of heating surface and 1,130 feet of grate 
surface, and weighing with their fixtures over 400 tons. 
Boilers and engines together occupy a space of 175 feet 
in the length of the ship, and owing to her small beam 
there is little or no space in the boiler room tor coals, 
which are carried, therefore, in bunkers on the berth 
deck! In fact, with the exception of a few storerooms

Only one thing is 
more remarkable than these modern innovations in 
marine engineering ; that is, that they should be suf- 
fered by an intelligeut nation, keenly alive to the value 
of naval supremacy, to have any existence.

“STEVEN LAWRENCE, YEOMAN.” A Novel. By Mrs. 
Edwards, author of “Archie Lovell,” “ Ordeal for Wives,” 
and “Miss Forrester.” New York: Sheldon and Com-

Mrs. Edwards is an English writer, but is not un- 
known to a large circle of American readers; with whom 
her two last novels, “ Archie Lovell” and“ Steven Law- 
rence,” have made her deservedly popular. The two 
principal figures in her latest work are strong and hearty 
English people, exercising even in the printed page that 
magnetism which is found in such persons in real life, 
so that we at once become the firm friends of both the 
hero and heroine, parting with them with considerable 
regret when their story is told, and the volume is finished 
and closed. 

The story opens in Mexico, but the scene soon changes 
to England, the principal events of the story taking 
place either in that country or France. Steven Law- 
rence, the hero, is described as “a man whose physical 
proportions a Greek sculptor of old would not have dis- 
dained asa model.” “ He is stalwart and tall—over six 
feet in moccasins—broad-chested, lithe of limb thorough- 
ly, unconsciously graceful, as only human creatures who 
have lived an unfettered savage life can be now-a-days.” 
This English yeoman falls in love with the daughter of 
a squire, whose picture he had with him in Mexico, hav- 
ing accidentally received it in place of that of a relative 
of hers, and it is the developmeuat of this hopeless pas- 
sion which forms the plot of the story.

Let us grant, patriotically, that the exploits 
in our war were never equalled by Xerxes nor Attila. 
and that they never will be in ages to come; that all 
our leaders were Shermans; our mili blunders were 
niz, and our plans all successful. Surely, we can then 
allow a fair merit to a successful warrior, Eng 
though he be. 

“Three regiments—two white, one dark one—with 
miles of artillery, baggage-wagons, mules and follow- 
ers crawling after them,” writes the own correspon- 
dent, with Sir Robert Napier, “ have passed mountains 
as high as Mount Cenis, to halt at a point 7,500 teet 
above the sea; three hundred miles in the interior of 
Africa, with mountains before and behind, and only one 
wretched spring of water, full of dysentery.” 

Three hundred miles into the heart of a country, 
savage, yielding no food, across chain after chain of 
Alps, to punish a dusky king, worse than Ivan the Ter- 
rible! Forward the column moves; unhasting, unrest- 
ing, unknowing—into regions from which the succes- 
sors of Mahomet shrunk back dismayed ; carrying their 
own supplies ; chattering their four languages, all in 
orderly confusion, and guided by one unerring brain, to 
rescue a Ninevite, a few Germans, and a brace of 
Britons ! 

What Sir Robert Napier did was to organize, and or- 
ganization in a campaign is ten times the worth of men. 
Egyptian drivers and 12,000 mules, camels and bul- 
locks, with insufficient water—a dialect in the commis- 
sariat that no officer understood, and blunders of the 
governor of Bombay, were among the obstacles ready 
for Sir Robert when he landed in Africa. But they dis- 
solved before him; and he carried an army of 30,000 
men—for every follower was as much a burden to him 
as a soldier—away from pestilence at the coast to the 
healthy highlands.

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OUR OFFICIAL AND SOCIAL RELATIONS IN THE 
ARMY 


To the Bditor of the Army and Navy Journal. 

Sir: Believing that a few true words plainly spoken

We are all either graduates of the Military Academy, 
commissioned from civil life, or appointed from the ranks 
of the Army.

Several of 
your correspondents have recently claimed that the social 
relations between the West-Pointers and the gentlemen 
appointed from civil life are generally not only pleasant 
but cordial. And this certainly has been my own ex- 

rience. But with the officers who have been commis- 
sioned from the ranks the case is very different. Asa 
rule (of course there are many exceptions) they are not 
admitted into the family circles of either of the other 
class of officers. And why? I trust I will wound the 
feelings of no one in stating the reas~as. 

Every one acknowledges that the officers who have 
won their advancement by their bravery and good con- 
duct in the field deserve the greatest credit. They have 
received a well-deserved acknowledgment that “they 
have done the State some service.” No West Point 
graduate or civil appointment begins his official life with 
so fair a record. But does this distinction entitle a man to 
admission into society either in the Army or out of it? 
Certainly not. Admission into society is not aright, but a 
egg No man, however brave, rich or intelligent, 

a right to force himself into the company of any 
lady or gentleman, or into the society of ladies and gen- 
tlemen. One may have the excellence of an angel, yet 
if he cannot make himself agreeable society votes him a 
bore, and gives him the cold shoulder. But, unfor- 
tunately, many of the bravest officers appointed from 
the ranks have some grievous faults. Many of them, I 

t to say, are hard drinkers and habitual gamesters. 
No one with these two faults can long maintain himself 
in good society. And no one who has not already the 
entree can ever obtain it if it is known that he has these 
habits. Such officers are not ostracized because they 
have risen from the ranks, but because it is well known 
that drunkards always become coarse and vulgar, and 
that gamesters go from bad to worse. I know many 
army appointments who have not these faults, and who, 
I am sure, have had no reason tocomplain that invidious 
distinctions have been made against them. 

There are some young gentlemen appointed from civil 
life who talk flippantly about West Point exclusiveness 
because they have not been cordially received into the 
families of the older officers of the service. Now I can 
tell some of these gentlemen the true reason of their be- 
ing tabooed. There are officers who show a decided 
penchant for second-class society. Let me urge every 
young gentleman in the service, as he respects himself 
and honors his profession, to go into the best society or 
none. The habit does not make the monk, nor fine 
clothes a lady. Yet there are class distinctions even in 
tltis republican country. The Army is and ought to, be 
aristocratic. And any officer who, from thoughtlessness 
or choice, associates with vulgar people, soon loses caste 
among his brother officers. 

tory C there are some unmarried gentlemen in the 
Army who almost openly seek the gaities of the demi- 
monde, They seem to think that as they are not ad- 
mitted into society here in the South, they can afford to 
brave public opinion, They forget, however, that they 
cannot brave with impunity the sentiment of the service. 
May I not remind such thoughtless Lotharios “ that 
there is a thing which is known to many in this land by 
the name of pitch; this pitch, as our ancient writers do 
report, doth defile ; and so doth the company they keep.”

UPTON’S TACTICS, 


To the Editor of the Armyjand Navy Journal. 

Sm: The objections to Upton’s system range them- 
selves under two heads: first, the defects which it con- 
tains, remediable without destroying the principal on 
which it is based ; second, faults inherent in the cardinal 
principle of the system, viz: the “ front of four men as 
aunit.” I take the ground that defects of the former 
clase exist in the tactics, and therefore that they need 
mature and deliberate revision by a competent board. 

An article by “Atlanta” in the last JouRNAL abl 
presents the chief objections to the present drill. I shail 
endeavor to show that those of them which are of weight 
fall under the former cless. While I wish-the taciics to 
be revised I do not wish to see them discarded. 

Passing over the first point of “ Atlanta’s” article, 
(viz: that the movements are difficult to understand), 
as being opposed by the almost unanimous voice of 
those who have tried them, we come to his first objec- 
tion, which is a substantial one ; the complicated move- 
ments of the left four when it consists of only two files. 
But if General Upton had strictly adhered to his prin- 
ciple of maintaining as the unit a front of four men, and 
and had not admi:ted this half-four on the left, this com- 
plication would not have existed and we should have 
the simple rule, “ rear-rank men follow their front rank 
men in all wheelings.” I suggest the following: “ If, 
after dividing the number present by eight, the remain- 
der be one, two or three, the odd men will be placed in 
the file closers and if casualties occur in the front or rear 
rank they will fill the vacancies. If the remainder be 
four, the numbers two and three of the right and of the 
left four will be left blank in the rear rank. If the re- 
mainder be five, three of the left four and two and three 
of right four will be the incomplete files. If the re- 
mainder be six, three and two of the left four, and if 
seven, number three only of that four will be blank.” 





right file side step to the right far enough for the rear- 
rank man of the second file to step into the front-rank. 
This change would make the wheelings perfectly simple 
und at the same time follow general principles more 
closely. 

Our critic’s objection to the use of sometimes “ For- 
ward ” and sometimes “ Forward—March,” in the same 
sense, is well founded. I think that the command for 
resuming the direct march, after marking time, ob- 
liquing‘or wheeling, should always be simply “ Forward. 

{ do not believe that manceuvering by the rear rank,” 
i. e., performing all the evolutions rear rank in front as 
laid down in the last article of ‘“Casey’s School of the 
Battalion” is necessary or desirable, but I do think 
that the retreat in line of battle, rear rank in front, the 
line being supposed to be in the presence of the enemy, 
and he on the side of the proper front rank, should have 
been retained. Upton himself makes retiring from the 
enemy an exceptional case, in that he prescribes that the 
file closers shall be in front. The command being “ In 
retreat—march guide centre,” the men should face about 
on the command “In retreat ;” at the command “ Bat- 
talion halt,” they should halt and face to the front. This 
would render the skirmish drill nearer like the tactics of 
of the line, an object which I regard as highly desirable. 
The wheeling about by fours should be retained when 
it is desired to make the front of the line its rear, and, 
as the file closers pass through the intervals during the 
wheel, it is shorter than the old method “Face by the 
rear rank, battalion about face,” where all the file closers 
have to pass through one interval. 

As to inversions I think that General Upton should 
have given a few rules restricting the inversion to that 
of the fours, or in other words that there should be but 
two orders of battle, the primitive order and the one 
where the fours have been wheeled about. 

Having considered the most important of “ Atlanta's” 
objections, we will discuss the question whether the 
preferable method of moving by the flank is by simply 
facing, by facing and doubling, or by wheeling in fours. 
The first method is the simplest, but has the fatal ob- 
jection that, since the length of the pace is greater than 
the width of a man, it requires the lock-step, which ex- 
cept on very smooth ground results in the extension of 
the column, and which is impossible in the route step. 
The necessity of the lock-step is obviated by breaking 
the line into a column of fours, whether it be done by 
facing and doubling or by wheeling. We will consider 
both the time occupied by each of the movements and 
their simplicity, and first in regard to breaking from 
line into column. “Atlanta” saysa man can face in 
less time than four men can wheel, which is true, but he 
forgets the doubling and that the command “ Forward 
—march ” has still to be given after facing. To face 
and double requires the time of two paces ; to pronounce 
the words “ Forward—march ” requires at leastas much 
time ; to wheel by fours takes four paces and at the end 
of that time the column is moving on its way; so that 
a company is put in march by the right flank quite assoon 
by the commands “ Fours,right—march ; forward, guide 
left ” as by the commands “ Company, right—face ; For- 
ward—march.” The substitution of “ Right forward, 
fours right—march” for “Company, right face ; by file 
left—march” saves about six paces. As to simplicity, I 
regard the doubling and undoubling of files in facing 
from the position of about face as much more compli- 
cated than Upton’s wheelings with an incomplete four 
on the left; the latter can be avoided, as I have shown, 
and at the worst only ‘concerns four men, not the 
entire company. Few companies could, under the sys- 
tem of Casey, face four times to the right in rapid suc- 
cession without confusion greater than that produced by 
wheeling several times to the right in fours. Next let 
us consider the case of forming line from column. A 
body of men may, it is true, form line from column of 
fours promptly by halting and facing to the front ; but 
suppose it is required when marching by the right flank 
to form line to the right; it is necessary either for the 
file closers to through the captain's interval one at 
a time or for the slow movement “on the right by file 
into line” to be executed,—a movement more compli- 
cated than anything in Upton. Againif it be desired 








In order to leave blank numbers two and three of the 
right four without disturting the “covering,” let the 


to form line to the front, the only method of so doing 
by Casey, is to form companies, close in;mass and deploy. 
The formation of line to the front is of course one of the 
most frequent manceuvers in actual service.

BREACH OF ARREST AGAIN. 


To the Editor of ‘the Army and Navy Journal. 

Sin: Permit me te make a few remarks on the case of 
“Breach of Arrest,” as presented in your last issue. 

What constitutes “ breach of arrest?”’ The 77th Arti- 
cle of War replies as follows: “ And any officer who 
shall leave his confinement before he shall be set at lib- 
erty by his commanding officer, or by a superior officer, 
shall be cashiered.” ‘The “leaving his confinement,” 
nothing more, nothing less, constitutes what is known 
as “ breach of arrest.” Getting drunk, or issuing orders 
with a view of exercising command, or committing any 
other infraction of law, or regulation, or custom, isa 
punishable offence, but if done within the bounds and 
limits of his confinement, as “ his barracks, quarters, or 
tent,” it isnot “leaving his confinement,” and not a 
“breach of arrest.” 

The specification alluded to in the case of Colonel 
Follett, alleges two distinct acts: “1. Did refuse to obey 
said order of arrest, and, 2d, Did continue to exercise 
the functions of commanding officer,” etc. If it was in 
proof that he disobeyed the first, it covered the charge 
of “ breach of arrest,” and he was rightfully convicted. 
His exercising command, the second act, should have 
been the burden of another charge,as assumption of 


authority, but could not possibly be construed as a vio- | 


lation of the charge preferred. It was, no doubt, in- 
serted in the specification, in explanation, and in aggra- 
vation, of the alleged offence. 

Had the specification read, “ Did refuse to obey said 
order of arrest, by continuing to exercise the functions,”

A GALLANT DRUMMER. 


THE following account of the gallantry of a drum- 
mer boy of the Thirty-third New Jersey Volunteers, is 
taken from “ New Jersey in the Rebellion,” by John Y. 
Foster. Generally in war when it becomes necessary to 
lead an assault, there is no lack of officers who are glad 
to embrace the opportunity of distinguishing themselves, 
and we are at a loss to conceive how an officer command- 
ing a regiment could suffer himself to be commanded by 
an enlisted man. These things, however, will naturally 
suggest themselves to our military readers, and we give 


the story for what it is worth: 

Among the many instances of youthful intrepidity and 
daring, none, perhaps, exceeded in all the points of real 
sublimity those which are furnished in the career of 
drummer William Magee, of the Thirty-third Regiment 
This lad, for he was only a lad, entered the service at 
fifteen years of age—leaving a widowed mother in the 
city of Newark—to aid in maintaining the unity of the 
Nation. From the first he displayed qualities of the 
highest order. Intelligent, fearless, vigilant, he was at 
all times an example alike to superiors and inferiors. 
Though entering the service as a drummer, he by no 
means confined himself to the duties of his specific 
sphere. ‘He had a knack of fighting as well as drum- 
ming, and withal exhibited an appreciation of the 
methods of warfare which qualified him for the most 
surprising exploits. One of these, at least, was equal in 
splendor of execution and grandeur of result to any 
which the history of the war records. It will be remem- 
bered that .in the fall of 1864, after Sherman had swung 
loose from his base and started on his stately “March 
to the Sea,” Hood with an army of forty thousand men 
laid siege to Nashville, defended by General Thomas. 
Here, for a period of two or three weeks, our troops were 
penned up with little prospect of relief. Av Murfrees- 
boro, thirty miles away, General Thomas, reluctant to 
relax his hold on the railroad to Chattanooga, had sta- 
tioned a small garrison under General Milroy. This 
garrison, as the rebels gathered in greater force, be- 
leaguering the post, soon became comparatively isolated, 
all avenues of escape being practically closed. But the

a smile accompanied the order—a smile at the thought 
of committing such a work to a mere stripling; but it 
js certain that the confidence of the commander was not 
misplaced. Taking the One Hundred and Eighty-first 
Ohio Infantry, Magee sallied out of the works, and rush- 
ed upon a battery posted on an eminence hard by. The 
charge was made most gallantly, but the fire of the 
enemy was resistless, and slowly the column fell back. 
But the intrepid orderly did not for a moment falter in 
his purpose. One repulse only stimulated his appetite 
for his work, and accordingly, selecting the One Hun- 
dred and Seventy-fourth Ohio, he again moved out, again 
charged the foe, again met their withering fire, still, 
however, pressing on until at Jast the victory was his. 
And it was no ordinary victory. Two heavy guns and 
eight hundred of the enemy killed, wounded and cap- 
tured, were the trophies which he brought out of the 
contest. Nor was this all. This signal success at once 


- dispiriting the enemy and reviving the hopesof our own 


men, proved the first of a series of victories which re- 
sulted, finally, in driving Hood from Tennessee and 
restoring that whole section to the federal control. The 
readiness and gallantry displayed by young Magee in 
this affair very naturally attracted the attention of those 
around him, and he received the hearty commendation 
of Generals Rosseau, Milroy and other officers in com- 
mand. Subsequently he received a medal of honor 
from the War Department, inscribed, “ The Congress to 
drummer William Magee, Company C, Thirty-third 
Regiment, New Jersey Volunteers.” 


THE ARTILLERY SCHOOL. 

Tue Artillery School of the Army, provided for by 
General Orders No. 99, of 1867, from the War Depart- 
ment, was formerly inaugurated at Fort Monroe, Va., 
on Tuesday evening, March 31st, and the tactical course 
determined upon by the commanding officer, Brevet 
Major-General William F. Barry, colonel Second Artil- 
lery, commenced Wednesday, April 1, 1868. On Tues- 
day afternoon, the colors of the school, which a short 
time before had been transferred to Fort Monroe by the 
Quartermaster’s Department, Philadelphia, were received 
with the usual honors by the batteries composing the 
garrison of the school. Battery A, Third Artillery, 
Brevet Major J. B. Shinn, commanding, formed the es- 
cort of the colors, and conducted them to the battalion, 
the color-sergeant joining Battery K, Second Artillery 
(Brevet Colonel E. b, Williston, commanding), the per- 
manent color company. The colors are of silk, and sim- 
ilar to the artillery regimental color, with the words 
“U.S. Artillery School” on a scroll above the cannon. | 
The staff of the school having decided that a certain | 
degree of formality should mark the opening of the 
school, orders were issued by General Barry, requiring | 
all officers and non-commissioned officers (the latter with | 
side arms) to assemble in the lecture room of the school | 
at 8 o’clock, on the evening of March 31st. Invitations | 
to be present were extended to the ladies of the garri- | 
son, Rear-Admiral Hoff, commanding North-Atlantic | 
Squadron, his family and staff, Generals Brewerton and 
Reese, and the officers of the Engineer and Ordnance 
Corps stationed at Old Point, the officers of the Navy 
in Hampton Roads, and to many citizens residing in 
this vicinity. At the appointed hour, the officers and 
non-commissioned officers of the school, and a majority 
of the invited guests assembled in the lecture-room, 
which was tastefully ornamented with the U. 8. colors 
and those of the school. The ceremonies were com- | 
menced by the band of the Artillery School, which | 
played a selection from the opera of Trovatore; this | 
was followed by the reading of the several orders, or- | 
ganizing the school, and describing its purpose, appoint- | 
ing the commanding officer and staff, and designating | 
the several batteries of artillery to be transferred to the | 
schoo]. A selection from “La Grande Duchesse” suc- | 
ceeded, and then followed a lecture, delivered by Gen- | 
eral Barry, upon the history of the Artillery of the U. 
8. Army, from its first adoption by the American Gov- | 
ernment to the present time, which was introductory to | 
the course of lectures to follow during the year. 

The theme selected was one eminently appropriate to 
the occasion, and was entirely appreciated by the audi- 
ence, which listened to the lecture from its beginning 
with unabated attention—a most satisiactory indication 
the interest excited by the subject, and the masterly of 
manner in which it was handled. The ceremonies of 
the evening were concluded by the band, which played 
“Home, Sweet Home.” 

The school, as a reference to the orders organizing it | 
will show, is based upon a plan which differs in most | 
respects from any heretofore adopted in this country as | 
the basis of a similar institution.

Brevet Brigadier-General Roberts, lieutenant- 
colonel Fourth Artillery, will superintend the drill and 
instruction at the Barbette and Casemate batteries, and 
Brevet Brigadier-General Hays, major Fifth Artillery, 
that at the field, siege and mortar batteries. 

V. On the occasion of each drill, as soon as the batte- 
ries are formed after the sounding of the drill call, they 
will be marched to the ordnance storehouse, where they 
willfreceive the necessary implements and equipments, 
which will be returned to the same place at the con- 
clusion of each drill. The senior officer present with 
each battery will be held accountable for the proper 
return of these articles. 

VI. The band and field music will practice morning 
and afternoon during the hours appointed for drill.

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FOREIGN MILITARY AND NAVAL ITEMS. 


GREAT preparations are under way in Prussia for 
naval manceuvres, which are to take place in the course 
of the summer. For that purpose a considerable num- 
ber of ships of war will be brought together in the Bal- 
tic, under the command of Rear-Admiral Kuhn. 

Tuk English papers, to show the difficulty experienced 
by an army in traversing a mountainous country 
state the fact that it took eleven hours for a 
small portion of the First Brigade, under Sir Charles 
Staveley, to make a march of under seven miles in Abye- 
sinia. The descent of about 800 feet or 1,000 feet, from 
the halting place at Belago to the plain beneath caused 
the greater part of the delay. With all the assistance 
of the infantry, numerous break-downs occurred, owing 
for the most part to the miserably faulty condition of 
the pack-saddles with which the mule trains from India 
are equipped. 

SoME important experiments in sending military tele- 
grams will take place this year for the first time at the 
camp at Chalons. With that view several clerks ac- 
quainted with the mode of proceeding, and probably 
selected from among those who had formerly been in 
the army, will be detached and placed under the orders 
of officers of the staff. 

THE Army and Navy Gazette tells us that the late 
issue of cartridges for the Snider rifle has turned out to 
be unfit for use. “The Guards at Aldershot have had 
some accidents with it, and are, in consequence, unable 
to proceed regularly with their course of musketry in- 
struction ; and we believe it is a fact that, at the present 
moment, beautiful a weapon as the Snider is, we have 
little or no ammunition with wh.ch to render its beauties 
available.” , 

Tue Abyssinian correspondent of the London Times 
says:—“ The sickness, both among officers and men, 
is far below the usual average. I myself know of only 
one officer whose health has failed him, though, unfor- 
tunately, he is one of the last who could be spared. Cap- 
tain Hozier, who came out here as Sir Robert Napier’s 
aide-de-camp, but soon proved so useful that he was 
made assistant military secretary, has been obliged by 
acute rheumatism to remain behind, and it is feared 
that he will have to abandon the expedition altogether. 
The public too, have lost in him the man most compe- 
tent, from his rare combination of professional know- 
ledge with literary power, to write the history of the 
Abyssinian campaign.” 

Five thousand men of thz ‘imperial Guard have gone 
down to Saint-Maur and piiched their tents there. They 
are to remain encamped for ten days, and then to be re- 
lieved by another 5,000, «nd when all the Guard have 
gone through the camp, they will be followed by the 
the regiments of the line composing the army of Paris. 
The reason for the establishment of this camp, which 
lies close to Vincennes, is that the Champ de Mars, 
usually used for manceuvering, has not yet been cleared 
of the Exhibition building, which will not be entirely 
removed until the end of the year. The Emperor drove 
down to the camp to see the Guards get under canvas, 
and in consequence of the sloppy state of the ground, 
which was owing to heavy falls of rain, his Majesty or- 
dered 5,000 pairs of wooden shoes to be supplied to the 
troops to protect their feet or their boots. A battery of ar- 
tillery arrives every morning from Vincennes, and takes 
its part in the military performances of the day. 

Tue last London papers contain a report that a grand 
naval display is to be made off Cherbourg, in the pree- 
ence of the Emperor Napoleon, about the 19th inst., 
and that the British channel fleet, under the command 
of Rear-Admiral J. Warden, C. B., will be present in 
Cherbourg roads to do hono;s to the occassion. 

IN consequence of the death of the Duke de Valencia, 
there remain only four marshals in the Spanish army, 
namely, the Duke de la Vittoria, the Marquis de Duero, 
the Duke de la Torre, and Count de Cheste.

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THE NATIONAL ASYLUM FOR DISABLED 
VOLUNTEERS. 


T was a wise, a worthy, a grateful, and a patri- 
otic inspiration, which suggested the establish- 
ment of that most beneficent and successful chari- 
ty, the National Asylum for disabled volunteer 
soldiers. Its achieved results have already indi- 
cated the excellence of the scheme and promise 
abundantly for the future. 
At the close of the war, the question how best 
to administer to the wants of the disabled defend- 
ers of the country, was one pressing in impor- 
tance, but somewhat puzzling for practical settle- 
ment. Private charity was quick and sympathet- 
ic; but those most deserving of it, could not bring 
themselves to take up the occupation of common 
beggars. Besides, the lavish generosity of the 
country for‘ its wounded soldiers was abused by 
professional swindlers and mendicants, who rigged 
themselves out in blue, and tied up their arms and 
legs, so as to get extra pennies under false pretences ; 
and the disgust of the charitable on discovering 
the cheat, now and then re-acted against the deserv- 
ing, and against the general honor of the brave lads 
whose colors had been borrowed and disgraced. 
Many States, again, had their asylums—some very 
successful ones, as for instance, in New Jersey and 
Pennsylvania; and there were ladies’ associations 
like that of Milwaukee. But these institutions 
bade fair to be temporary, and were expensive be- 
cause of the division of public resources into so 
many different channels. The National Asylum 
was the true solution of the problem; and gradu- 
ally it will absorb, doubtless, all private and local 
institutions, and extend its own sphere of useful- 
ness, until the last of ou brave Volunteers sleeps 
in the soil he gave of his blood to defend. 
Congress, by its act establishing the Asylum, ap- 
propriated for its support all stoppages or fines 
adjudged against officers and soldiers, by sen- 
tence of court-martial or military commission, over 
and above the amounts necessary for the reim- 
bursement of the Government or of individuals; 
all forfeitures on account of desertion from such

The unhealthiness of the Columbus site caused 
the location of the Central Asylum, last year, at 
Dayton, where, for $46,800, of which $20,000 were 
contributed by the citizens of Dayton, under the 
lead of Hon. Lewis B. Gunckle, the able and pat- 
riotic secretary of the board, 400 eligible acres were 
bought, on the heights commanding the city. The 
disabled soldiers flocked in for aid faster than 
buildings could be got ready for them. Congress 
came to the rescue and gave the lumber of the 
buildings in Camp Chase. About 600 soldiers are 
now accommodated there, and the number will 
soon be doubled. The Augusta institution is the 
healthiest of all. The whole number of inmates 
for 1867, in this branch, was 442; the whole num- 
ber last January was 275. All, of course, are dis- 
abled, and “‘ more than a third are received into 
the asylum from the sick-bed at home, or the hos- 
pital of some public institution.” Of 135 cases 
treated by the surgeon in October and November, 
there were,but three deaths. The average strength 
of the command for November was 300.54; the 
per centage treated in hospital, 10; the per cent- 
age treated in quarters, 8.06; and the expense for 
attendants as per pay rolls, except hospital stew- 
ards, $46.38. The‘northwestern branch, at Milwau- 
kee, was founded by the splendid donation of 
nearly $100,000 by the ladies of that city, with 
which the grounds were bought, and strong and 
spacious buildings are now in course of construc- 
tion. The number of soldiers there in January 
was 146. 

The most noteworthy feature of all these asy- 
lums is the frugality and good sense marking their 
administration. The Board of Managers, of which 
General Butler is President, are sagacious in their 
supervision, and the deputy governors are faithful 
and efficient. The Treasurer’s account for the year 
1867 shows that his receipts from drafts on the 
United States Treasury were $1,017,171; from pri- 
vate donations of associations and individuals, 
$126,960; from the sale of property and other 
sources, $9,910. The main expenses have been, for 
real estate bought, $187,942; for construction 
and repairs of buildings, $114,847; for personal 
property bought, $49,339; for current expenses, 
$197,521; for transportation, $4,750; for out-door 
relief, $9,980; for incidental expenses of travelling, 
etc., $18,932. We find that the daily cost of the ration 
at Dayton is 50 5-8 cents; at Augusta, 37; at Mil- 
waukee, 29. At Dayton, a large part of the work 
on the buildings and grounds has been done by the 
inmates, some of whom have received a small pay 
for their labor, which proves an economy. There 
are workshops and schools there, where soldiers 
have been instructed and fitted to earn their own 
support, and some have found situations. There 
is a school and a shop also at Augusta, the school, 
as at Dayton, being under charge of the chaplain. 
To save transportation, a brick-yard was opened 
on the farm and successfully worked, for building. 
A telegraph line even is opened from the asylum 
to the city of Augusta, and ‘‘a class of learners 
begun which will give means of livelihood to a 
number of beneficiaries, and soon relieve the asy- 
lum far more than the original outlay.” 

Another prominent feature of the Asylum (au- 
thorized by act of Congress) is the ‘‘ out-door re- 
lief” of soldiers who could not be accommodated 
within the grounds of the Asylum, but had as just 
claims for relief as the inmates. One hundred and 
fifty-eight totally disabled soldiers have been so 
aided at the New Jersey Home, at an average of 
33 cents per day per man; 24 at the Maryland 
Home; 8 in New York; 120 at the Indiana Home; 
71 at the Rochester Home. Mr. Gunckle has also 
expended $5,000 in relieving eighty-five other dis- 
abled soldiers not at any institution. This latter, 
of course, is a method of dispensing charity liable 
to abuse and to favoritism; but it has been exer- 
cised thus far with great discretion. This is the 
record of disability for the 85:

rheumatism, two; spinal disease, three; chronic diarrhcea, four; 
injury from wounds received, fifteen; other diseases, thirteen. uf 
these seventeen have each a wife, but no children, one has a wife 
and six children, four have each a wife and five children, nine have 
each a wife and tour children, eleven have each a wife and three 
children, thirteen have a wife and two children, ten have cach a wife 
and one child, three have aged mothers dependent on them, and 
eighteen arc unmarried. I have, as a rule, confined this relief to 
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married men who did not wish (and ought not to be asked) to leave 
their families and go into oneofourasylums. But I felt compelled 
to make an exception in a few cases where a small sum of money 
would help a poor cripple to new crutches, a broken-down mechanic 
to buy tools and go to work, an anxious student to finish a course 
in book-keeping, or an invalid stranger to buy medicine or get home 
to relations and friends. 

The Quartermaster-General has turned over to the 
asylums a large amount of clothing at the usual 
auction prices, thus making another economy. 

In fine, the Report for 1867 (whence these facts 
have been drawn) shows that the Asylum hay aid- 
ed or supported 1,867 men during the year, and 
that, to use its own words, “‘ to no disabled soldier, 
either of the Regular Army, of the Marines, or of 
the Volunteer forces, whose case has been brought 
to the attention of the Board of Managers, has re- 
lief been refused or aid denied.” The Congression- 
al appropriations already mentioned will give it 


‘ abundant support, because large amounts of for- 


feitures remain unsettled and uncollected; and the 
private or State gifts of $126,832 during the year 
have further swelled the charity. The Asylum has 
now over half a million dollars in United States 
bonds, which will go toward a permanent fund. 
In a word, the charity seems as successful as it is 
worthy of general approbation. 


SHOOTING- F FESTIVALS. 


SHARP-SHOOTING is the natural successor of arch- 
ery as a national sport, even as the rifle is to our 
day what the bow was to the Middle Ages. It 
would seem to be a sport quite adapted to the 
genius of our people, and quite as fit to be a “ na- 
tional game” as base-ball; and yet, strangely 
enough, no civilized peeple is probably so general- 
ly backward in skill with the rifle as our own. It 
was not so in the days when the carly settlers went 
to church armed with musket, to guard against the 
attack of the savages; nor later, in revolutionary 
days, when the prowess of the American sharp- 
shooters was tested at Bennington, King’s Moun- 
tain, and Saratoga. But now it is the foreign-born 
population of America that supports this manly 
amusement—and espécially the Swiss and Ger- 
mans. Every country in Europe relies as a means 
of national defence on the skill of its people in the 
use of the rifle. It is an adjunct of the standing 
army, of the militia—or a primary school for both. 
Switzerland, Prussia, Hungary, Italy, and even 
England now, are famous for their sharp-shooters. 
The yeomanry and “shop-keepers” of England 
have proved themselves, at Wimbledon, worthy de- 
scendants of the archers of Hastings and of Sher- 
wood, of Calais and Agincourt. Nations famous 
as archers become famous as riflemen. The land 
of Tell repeats the marvel of the “apple” with 
the rifle-ball instead of the arrow. The feudal 
Schittzen-Gilden of Germany remain, and the 
weapon only is changed. It would not be surpris- 
ing if the Indians, whose bows are now more 
deadly than the breech-loaders of some of our raw 
recruits, should one day be famous for their skill 
with the modern “‘ arm of precision.” 

Upon target companies, as such, and conducted 
for mere amusements, we have hitherto looked 
without much favor, because, until late years, they 
have mostly seemed a mere excuse for hilarity or 
wine-bibbing. Their celebrations formerly were 
mere convivialities, resulting in more spreeing 
than shooting. ‘‘ He belongs to a target company ” 
was not a kind word to say of a man, especially if 
disfigured by ‘a Bardolphian nose. Besides, the 
effect of target companies was to distract atten- 
tion and interest from the higher and more patri- 
otic duties connected with the active militia. 

But the Schiitzenfeste of the Germans, which 
have now been established as a—we were about to 
say national, and, at all events, will say natural- 
ized institution, are different affairs. They have 
already justified themselves as worthy reproduc- 
tions of the festivals so carefully and enthusiasti- 
cally encouraged in the Old World. They undoubt- 
edly foster rifie-practice, and habituate a great 
class of our fellow-citizens to the skilful use of 
arms. So far, they are to be thoroughly commend- 
ed; and Mayor Hoffman’s letter to the American 
Schiitzenbund, declaring that ‘love for the rifle is 
not incompatible with respect for the law” is a 

deserved comment on these festivais. We under- 
stand, also, that such organizations are not de- 








signed in any respect to interfere with the. militia | 
system—they are outside of it, and additional; | 
and we regret to add that, such is the low state of | 
rifle-practice in our militia, the latter does not | 
at all supply the place of the shooting clubs. Again, | 
it is clear that, while amusement is the chief, it is | 
not the sole object of these feste. The Constitu- | 
tion of the main Society opens with the declara- | 
tion that its object is ‘‘to practice and perfect the | 
art of sharp-shooting.” In fine, while the militia | 
furnishes drill and discipline, and habit of organ- 
ized action—the ‘ shoulder-to-shoulder” move- 
ment—the shooting societies alone, in our country, 
practically teach the people to use the rifle well. 
We have often urged the militia to essay this latter 
task, at least for their own members, and shall 
continue to urge them. Meanwhile, the shooting 
societies are taking their duty upon them. In the 
preliminary meeting held in New York, to arrange 
for the approaching festival, Major-General SHALER 
(the first vice-president) moved and read the reso- 
lutions, of which the third was, ‘‘ That we address 
ourselves especially to all clubs and organizations, 
civil and military, as we are well aware that by their 
participation and co-operation, the projected enter- 
prise will receive that truiy national and social 
character which it is intended to give it.” 

Two annual festivals of the American sharp- 
shooters’ Society have already been successfully 
hela, the first at Highland, Illinois, in 1865, the 
second at Chicago last year. The third takes place 
at Jones’s Wood, New York, lasts from the 27th 
of June to the 6th of July, and will be conducted 
on the broad and generous plan characteristic of 
the similar European festivals. Two targets will 
be reserved for trying breech-loading rifles, and, 
since invitations have been sent to all the Schiitzen 
corps of Europe, it is supposed that all the latest 
inventions in fire-arms will be thoroughly tested. 
It will be seen, therefore, that profit as well as 
pleasure will come of this meeting. Meanwhile, 
the inscription on the Society’s banner is suggest- 
ive: 

A sharp eye and a steady hand 

Guard our right and fatherland. 
We shall, therefore, watch for this festival with 
interest, and report its success with pleasure. 
Generals SigeL, SHALER, ASPINWALL, BURGER, 
CuinToN, and others, are lending their efforts to 
produce this success. 





THE EASTERN FISHERIES. 

Tue Eastern fisheries suddenly came up in Con- 
gress, last week, black and belligerent, sweeping, 
like a summer’s cloud, unlooked for, and mena- 
cing, up the sky—like the April tempest it quickly 
died away, though not without first discharging 
one war-bolt, in the shape of a joint resolution, 
passed by a strong vote in the Honse, without 
much objection. This resolution requested the 
President to send a sufficient number of war ves- 
sels to the fishing grounds in the Gulf of St. Law- 
rence, adjacent to the British Provinces, to protect 
American vessels in the exercise of their rights, as 
recognized i in existing treaties; also, for the pur- 
pose of taking care that valuable property in ship- 
ping shall not be confiscated for alleged infractions 
of provincial rights in the fishing grounds, and 
that whatever punishment for trespass is inflicted 
shall be in proportion to the injury occasioned by 
the offence. 

The ground of this action of Congress—a step 
which might lead to momentous consequences—is 
the allegation made by Mr. Pike, the mover of the 
original resolution, that the government of the Do- 
minion proposes to impose a tax of $4 a ton on 
American fishing vessels, and to send a war vessel to 
enforce that tax. Of course, the measure now pro- 
posed is one of retaliatory legislation. General 
BuTLER, in supporting it, declared that ‘it was 
not a declaration of war,” but an effort to «ive 
American fishermen fair play—which is perfectly 
true. But whether there will be trouble or not, is 
another question. The object of the resolution, as 
that gentleman explained it, was to send a war 
vessel, whose officer, on seeing a Colonial cutter 
attempting to carry in a fishing vessel, because she 
has caught fish within three miles of the shore, 
shall be able to prevent confiscation, and shall ac- 
company the vessel, and announce himself as re- 
sponsible for any wrong or damage done, But the 





question is a deeper one than this abrupt resort to 
force implies. There is also a treaty provision in- 
volved. 

Half a century ago, the American Government 

gave up a right it had previously claimed, of fish- 
ing anywhere along the Nova Scotia coast, and 
agreed not to allow its fishermen to ply their trade 
| within three miles of the coast. A colonial law- 
yer struck out the brilliant idea that this treaty 
stipulation for a three-mile limit was regulated by 
/a line drawn from headland to headland. This 
| absurd interpretation was insisted upon as against 
| the American theory that the line follows the un- 
'dulations of the coast. The result was to deny 
the right of American fishermen to frequent some 
of the most lucrative grounds. The interests in- 
volved were so great, and the passions excited so 
intense, that a reciprocity treaty, to last by its _ 
term for ten years, was concluded in 1856, where- 
by all difficulty was avoided. In 1866 the treaty 
expired, and was not renewed. 
| As to the mode of exercising the remedy—that 
of requesting the President to use his authority— 
it implies that the President has such an authority, 
as he unquestionably has, and the request gives 
him an excuse or occasion for using it. The reso- 
lution undoubtedly invests naval officers with 
broad authority; but we trust and believe it will 
be prudently and wisely employed. Meanwhile, 
Canada keeps calm on the main question, The 
latest dispatch from Ottawa says that the proposed 
Canadian Marine Police for the protection of the 
fisheries will consist mainly of small cruisers, 
which will generally remain within a marine 
league of the shor e, to warn intruders away. 





THERE is a very little of wots interest to the Army 
to be found in Congressional doings for the week. Im- 
peachment has of course absorbed the Senate. The 
House after asharp debate, passed the joint resolution 
requesting the President to send vessels to the Gulf of 
St. Lawrence to protect the American fishing interests. 
It also adopted a resolution reciting that the iron-clads 
Oneota and Catawba had been recently sold to Swift & 
Co., and that there was reason to believe they were 
to be sold and delivered to the Peruvian government, 
now at war with a friendly power, and requesting the 
President forthwith to order the seizure and detention 
of those vessels until the matter can_be investigated by 
Congress. A resolution was passed, authorizing distil 
led spirits produced during experiments made by the 
late commission for testing: meters for the internal revenue 
service, to be turned over to the surgeon-general for the 
use of the army hospitals, at a reasonable cust. A reso- 
lution was reported directing the Secretary of War to 
sell damaged or unserviceable arms, ordnance, and ord- 
nance stores. Tlie appropriate committee was instructed 
to inquire into the expediency of providing by law for 
organizing under the Engineer Department, a corps of 
50 persons more or less, from maimed, wounded, or dis- 
abled Union soldiers in the late war to act as watchmen 
in the public grounds of Washington. A resolution was 
tabled, proposing to extend the powers and duties of the 
Select Committee on the treatment of Union prisoners to 
an inquiry into the treatment of prisoners in northern 
camps and prisons ; into the conduct of Union officers 
in reference to the exchange of prisoners, and into the 
propositions of the confederate authorities to obtain 
medicines, to be sent under charge of Federal surgeons 
to Andersonville and other camps, and provisions to use 
exclusively for the benefit of Union prisoners in those 
camps and prisons. 


WE publish elsewhere i in 1 this issue an extract . 
from a leading mechanical journal, published in 
England, which after reviewing, the performance 
of the Wampanoag on her recent trial trip, says: 
‘“Mr. Iserwoop has sacrificed every necessary 
quality in a sea-going ship, and has sent a cargo of 
machinery of the most inefficient description 
afloat.” How long can our Government afford to 
retain such an experimentalist at the head of the 
Naval Bureau of Steam Engineering?

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OFFICERS AND COURTS-MARTIAL. 


BREVET Major-General Buchanan, commanding the 
‘Fifth Military District, has issued the following order 
to his command relative to the trial of soldiers by 
courts-martial : 


The extent of the Milit Department composed of 
the States of Louisiana and Texas, the difficulty of com- 
municating with certain parts of it, and the consequent 
unavoidable delay in acting upon charges forwarded 
from posts so situated, demand on the of all officers 
the most careful examination into the justice and truth- 
fulness of the charges which they prefer. ‘The com- 
manding general has already, in General Orders No. 20, 
current -series, had occasion to call attention to this sub- 
ject. Its importance induces him more emphatically to 
repeat the directions then given. 

Officers are responsible for the charges preferred by 

them, and if these charges be false or frivolous, and be 
— without a proper examination on their part 
nto all the circumstances upon which they are based 
they are themselves guilty of a military offence, and 
lay themselves open to prosecution. To cause the con- 
finement of an innocent man simply through careless- 
ness or indolence is a criminal neglect of duty, and is 
punishable as such. ’ 

This is not an imaginary evil. Nota few of the pro- 
ceedings of general courts-martial, recently acted upon 
at these headquarters, reveal instances of such acts of 
injustice toward enlisted men from those whose duty it 
is, and whose — it should be, to minister to their 
comfort and uphold them in their rights. An enlisted 
man looks to his officers for protection. When charged 
with a military offence he cannot be admitted to bail; nor 
can he be discharged upon a writ of habeas us. In- 
nocent or guilty, he must—if a private—remain in con- 
finement until he has been brought to trial, and the pro- 
ceedings in his case have been promulgated. Weeks’ 
and even months sometimes elapse before this can be 
done. Deprived of the care or exposed to the dislike of 
his only legal protectors, he may be most unjustly sub- 
jected to ill-treatment and robbed of his rights. The 
record of one case recently brought to the attention of 
the Commanding General, discloses the fact that the 
accused, though finally acquitted, had been in confine- 
ment for more than seven months; and the further fact 
that the charges were preferred without even the most 
superficial examination into their truth by the officer 

paring them. Indifference to, or wilful disregard of 
the interests of those entrusted to their charge, like that 
of which the case cited is but one of many instances, 
is not only unworthy of an officer but partakes of the 
character of persecution. 

To such ottlicers, therefore, as have not the interests of 
their men in this respect sutliciently at heart, it may be 
well to announce that the commanding general will 
not in future pass unnoticed similar violations of duty. 
The men of this command must not suffer through the 
negligence of their officers, and the morale and dis- 
cipline of the troops must be guarded against such 
damaging influences. 

All minor offences, properly so triable, will be referred 
to a field officers’, garrison or regimental court, as the 
case may be; and those whose duty it is will, when 
necessary, organize such courts for the purpose. The 
act, approved July 17th, 1862, creating field officers’ 
courts, does not abrogate the Sixty-sixth Article of War. 
It merely suspends its operation when a field officer is 
available and it is practicable to detail him as a court. 
When such is not the case, the Sixty-sixth Article re- 
mains in full force, and is not affected by the act referred 
to, the object of which is to expedite and not to obstruct 
the administration of justice. But when a garrison or 
regimental court is convened, it must be made to ap- 
pear, in the order appointing the court, that it was im. 
practicable to convene a field officers’ court. 

Attention is hereby also called to the frequent mistakes 
that are made in charging as “ absence without leave,” and 
as “disobedience of orders,” offences, which are simply 
neglects of duty. “Absence without leave” is, in mili- 
tary law, a technical expression implying absence without 

authority from the troop, company, or detachment 
ofthe accused. To constitute it, there must be an ac 
tual bodily absence from the limits of the command to 
which he belongs. Absence from a roll-call or other 
duty without proper authority is not in itself “absence 
without leave,” for it lacks the very gist of the offence, 
viz: absence without proper authority from the limits of 
the command. Thecharge, therefore, of “ absence without 
leave ” is not supported by a specification alleging simply 
absence from some designated duty. A soldier may 
neglect such duty and be none the less within the 
limits mentioned. ‘ 

Nor should the charge of “ disobedience of orders ” 
be attached to any simple failure on the part of a sol- 
dier to perform his ordinary routine duty. Such asig- 
nification is too comprehensive and too loose, and is 
evidently not the one contemplated by the Ninth Article 
of War. Otherwise every trivial offence, indeed every 
violation of the rules and regulations adopted from time 
to time, for the government of the army, might be so 
charged, and unlimited punishment be imposed, for the 
slightest swerving from the line of duty, The term 
“ disobedience of orders” is applicable exclusively to an 
offence under the Ninth Article of War—disobeying the 
lawful commands of a superior officer in the execution of 
his office. By the expression “superior officer” is meant 
a commissioned officer. To disobey the lawful com- 
mands of a non-commissioned officer, therefore, is not“ dis- 
obedience of orders,” and can not be charged as such. 
It is an offence only under the Ninty-ninth Article of 
War, and is properly described as “ conduct to the pre- 
judice of order and military discipline.” 

It is not just to the accused, nor does it promote the 
interests of the service, to represent an offence other than 
it is, or to multiply it by charges describing it under 
different heads, for the sake of securing the infliction ofa 
greater punishment. The less is always merged in the 
greater, and it would be aa much an absurdity to charge 
@ man with, for example, violations of the Seventh and 


- 
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Ninety-ninth Articles of War, the res gesta being identi- 
cal, as it would be to indict one simultaneously for mur 
der and some trivial breach of the peace growing out 
of the same facts. It is alsoa rule of military law that 
when an offence falls clearly within the provisions of a 
certain article of war, the charge must be laid under that 
article and none other. The prompt enforcement of le- 
gal punishment will always be encouraged by the com- 
manding general; but the insecurity of person and the 
irregularity in the measure of punishment incident to 
the delays referred to, meet with his strong disapproba- 
tion,

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A WRITER in the Independent, speaking about army 


horses, says: “ I used to admire the horses in the Army 

Well-trained cavalry horses would always understand 
the bugle, and never make mistakes. The men were 
sometimes confused, and would rein the horses the 
wrong way. I have seen horses rear straight up rather 
than obey the rein against the bugle. Turn the horses 
loose without riders, and at the sound of the bugle they 
would form themselves into line and go through their 
parade. At the battle near Corinth 1 watched the artil- 
lery horses, they came in on a swift run, drawing a 
thirty-two pounder, and on the instant the signal was 
given they wheeled, the piece was unlimbered in a mo- 
ment, and then, at another signal, they were away again 
onarun. The gun was in good position and did good 
execution. But the Rebels flanked us, and we were com- 
pelled to leave the gun and fall back eighty rods. There 
we re-formed in good order, and with fixed bayonets 
charged back upon the rebels. They were in disorder 
and fled. We took the gun again; but knowing that 
we could not long hold the ground, our object was to 
bring off the gun. So we opened right and left and the 
bugle sounded for the horses. They came dashing up 
again on the run till they reached the gun; they 
wheeled, waited a moment to be hitched, and then 
whirled it away in no time and saved it. I stood there, 
though the bullets were whizzing around me, and looked 
in perfect admiration at those horses. Had they no riders 
to guide them? Yes, but they obeyed the bugle. Their 
riders could not control them.

THE FARRAR CASE. 

Ir now appears that this case is not yet finally settled, although 
we have received and published an order from the commander-in- 
chief approving the proceedings of the general court-martial before 
which Colonel Farrar was tried. We understand that an order for 
the election of a new colonel in the Thirty-seventh was about to be 
issued, but that it was not published by direction of Brigadicr-Gen- 
eral Varian, who acted in this {matter under orders from Albany. 
Itis now some time since the case was tried, and, as many of ‘our 
readers have forgotten its particulars, we will furnish them with a 
Tesume. 

Colonel Farrar was tried on the following charges: 1st. Drunken- 





‘| ness on duty. 2d. Wilful misapplication and embezzlement of regi- 


mental funds and public moneys entrusted to him. 3d. Rendering 
and making a false statement and account of regimental funds and 
moueys entrusted to him, knowing such statement and acconnt to 
be false. 4th. Conduct unbecoming an officer and a gentleman, 
The court decided that they had no jurisdiction ,over the facts al- 
leged to prove the third ‘charge, and it was therefore ruled out as 
well as the specifications under it. ‘The accused was also found not 
guilty of the first and fifth charges. He was found guilty of the 
second charge (except as to the words “ and public moneys,” and of 
the fourth charge, and of the following specifications : 

Of specification first to the second charge “in this; that he, the 
said Colonel William H. Farrar, Thirty-seventh regiment, Third 
brigade, First division, N. G. 8. N. Y., at the City of New York, on 
or abont the 11th day of May, 1866, having in his possession and en- 
trusted to him certain moneys belonging to the said Thirty-seventh 
regiment, or the regimental board of officers thereof, which said 
moneys were received by said Colonel William H. Farrar, from the 
issue and sale of certain bonds of said regiment, entrusted to him for 
that purpose, and which said moneys were so received by and en- 
trusted to him for the sole use and benefit of the said regiment, and 
for the payment of certain obligations of said regiment, did then and 
there take, convert to his own use, wilfully misapply and embezzle 
the sum of five hundred dollars or thereabouts, being part of the 
moneys entrusted to him as aforesaid.” 

Of specification second to the second charge, which is worded 
the same as the first specification, except the date, which is the 
27th day of June, and the amount five hundred and seven dollars 
and thirty-eight cents. 

Of the third specification, which is the same as the second, except 
that the sum is fifteen hundred and twenty-two dollars and fourteen 
cents, for which the court substituted “forty-seven dollars and six- 
ty-one cents.” 

Of the fifth specification, which is the same as the first, except 
that the date is March 2d, 1867, and the sum ten hundred and four- 
teen dollars and seventy-six cents, for which the court substituted 
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of the third and fourth specifications under the fourth c which 
correspond to the second and third specifications under the second 
charge, and of the sixth specification under the fourth charge, which 
reads as follows: 

Specification sixth. “ In this; that on or about the second day of 
March, 1867, at the City of New York, the said Colonel William H. 
Farrar, of the Thirty-seventh regiment, Third brigade. First division 
N. G. 8. N. Y., made and rendered to Captain G. Nolton, of 





the said Thirty-seventh regiment, N. G@. 8. N. Y., said Nolton being 
thenand there the treasurer of the regimental of officers of 
said regiment, a statement and t of certain moneys 
received by him, said Farrar, from the issue sale of certain 


bonds of said Thirty-seventh regiment, entrusted to him for such 
porpose, and of the disbursement of such moneys by him, the 
Colonel William II. Farrar. That his said account of the disburse- 
ment of said moneys was false and fraudulent, and known to him, 
then and there, so to be.” 


It appears then that the court found Colonel Farrar guilty of 
“Wilfal misapplication and embezzlement of regimental funds en- 
trusted to*him,” to the amount of more than fourteen hundred dol- 
lars, and that they sentenced him to be cashiered, the major-general 
commanding the division approving of the sentence. 

The erder from division headquarters promulgating and con- 
firming the proceedings of* the court-martial was dated Oc- 
tober 17, 1867, and although we’are informed an appeal was 
at once made, it was not until April ‘6, 1868, that a de- 
cision on the appeal was made at Albany, and we now learn 
that there is to be a still further delay in the case, although 
the regiment has for over six months been in doubt as to whether 
its commander had been cashiered or was to be restored to duty. 
Governor Fenton has always professed himself a warm friend 
of the National Guard; but in this case his conduct seems to be 
most unaccountable. It cannot, surely, have taken the judge-advo- 
cate-general or his excellency all this time to make up their minds as 
to whether the court-martial properly weighed the evidence sub- 
mitted te it. Nor is it right that an officer of the National Guard 
should so long remain under the imputation of being an embezzler 
if he is innocent of the charge. No one thing or set of circum- 
stances which have taken place during the past two years has done 
so much injary to discipline in the National Guard as this single 
case, and it is importaat that it should be settled speedily and 
finally. : 

We desire justice to be done Colonel Farrar, but we are inclined 
to believe that the court treated him fairly, judging not only from 
our knowledge of its members, but also from the remarks made 
by the accused and his friends at the time the caae was on trial. 
It is undoubtedly wise to give an appellant reasonable time for the 
preparation of his case, but it is neither just nor expedient to keep 
a regiment like the Thirty-seventh waiting for over six months for 
a decision for which one or two weeks would have been'’ample 
time. Dickens has made English Chancery suits notorious for 
their delays and protraction, but verily the case of Colonel Farrar 
bids fair to be as long undecided as was the celebrated Jarndyce vs. 
Jarndyce of “ Bleak Ilouse.””. When shall we have the “ only real 
original” and final decision in this case? 


Seventn Reeiment.—Colonel Clark, corsmanding‘this regiment, 
on the 8th instant issued the following order: This regiment wil, 
parade in full fatigue for battalion drill, on Thursasy, May 14, 1868.

DaiLt or THE Tweirrn Reoiment.—A battalion drill of this 
regiment took pluce at the State Arsenal on Friday evening, the 
8th inst.,on which occasion there were present 220 rank and file, 
twenty oflicers, and forty musicians, including the drum corps. 
Colonel Jobn Ward was in command, and Lieutenant-Colonel 
McAfee, Major Howe and Adjutant Murphy were present, as also, 
Surgeon Robie, Assistant Surgeon Nesmith, and Captain Hayes, of 
the regimental staff. Lieutenant Wilson commanded the guard, 
and was very attentive to the spectators. The field officers, adju- 
tant and assistant surgeon wore baldricks, which gave a handsome 
finish to their uniforms. ‘The number of files were reduced to eight 
for purposes of drill.

The drill was a highly creditable one throughout, and we did not 
notice a single bad blunder in the course of the evening. We were 
glad to sce that the officers omitted to align their men by their 
sabres, although the captain of Company E did so once or twice. 
The first sergeant of Company F is noticeable as a soldierly looking 
person, who seems intent on doing his duty properly. We noticed 
also that he wore a Brooklyn veteran medal. The officers generally 
scemed well instructed, the captains commanding the two flank and 
the color companies performing their duties correctly. The distan- 
ces were generally very well kept, and whenever the line was 
formed very little dressing was needed. We would suggest te the 
commanding officer that the point of his sword should be habitually 
carried up, and not onthe ground. Asa general thing, the cadence 
in marching was either too fast or too slow, being seldom one hundred 
and ten steps per minute. ‘Tle officers of the Twelfth are so ready 
at adopting suggestions that we hope they will turn their attention to 
this subject. 

‘The drill was witnessed by a large number of spectators, not a few 
of whom were ladies, and very handsome ones at that. Among the 
officers present were Major Gilon, inspector of the brigade: Chief 
Engineer Long, of the Navy; Captain Kingsley, of the Fourth 
brigade staft; Lieutenant-Colonel Hillenbrand, Major Seebach and 
Adjutant Smith, of the Fifth; Major Bockell, of the Eleventh 
Lieutenant-Colonels Dusenbury, of the Thirty-seventh, and Uukast 











of tthe Ninety-sixth; Adjutant Dunn, of the Eighth; Captain 
Cox, of the ‘Thirty-seventh, and a number of others. 

At the close of the drill the command was turned over to Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel McAtee, and the regiment was reviewed by Colonel 
Ward. Captain Teots, of Company H, at the close of the drill, en- 
tertained the representatives of the Press very handsomely. 


Batreay H, First Antittery.—This organization celebrated its 
twentieth anniversary on last Thursday by a dinner. The original 
programme was for the battery to form in Tompkins square, as 
cavalry, at 8 o’clock in the morning, and to march to Union park. 
The battery turned out on this occasion fifty strong, under Captain 
Karl Klein, and most of them got a good drenching. The weather 
was decidedly unpropitious for parading, but it did not seriously 
interfere with the dinner, which was a decided success. 


Tarp Reoment Cavatry.—A drill of the right wing of this 
regiment took piace at Tompkins square parade ground on the 
afternoon of the llth inst., commencing at 20’clock. Lieutenant- 
Colonel Geils was in command, and the wing made a good turn out. 
The drill was witnessed by Brevet Major-General Hamblin and 
Colonel Oakey, of the division staff; Brigadicr-General Postley, 
eommanding the cavalry brigade, and Colonel Budke, commanding 

he regiment. ‘The movements executed were chiefly,the formation 
of the line ; forming column to the right and left and its reduction; 
the passage of the lines; and formation of echelons. The squadrons 
‘were not properly equalized, and the movements were generally 
performed at a walk. No bad mistakes were made, and the drill 
‘was a decided improvement upon the performance of this wing at 
the State Arsenal. We noticed that several of the captains and 
lieutenants did not draw their sabres when taking commani of their 
squadrons after the battalion had been dismounted. The line 
officers of this regiment are not as thoroughly posted as they should 
be, and they should be given a thorough course of instruction in 
cavalry tactics before the close of the present season, if practicable. 

Inasmuch as we have been shown a list of twenty-six movements 
which were executed at the recent drill of this wing at the State 
Arsenal, and have also been assured that the sabre drill of a squad- 
ron was gone through with at the request of General Shaler, we 
desire to correct the report of that drill which appeared in our last 
issue, in these particulars. We understand that some of the oflicers 
of this regiment imagine that the criticisms which we published on 
the dismounted drill of the right wing were prompted by some in- 
terested party who was desirous of doing the regiment an injury. 
We there‘ore take this opportunity of assuring these gentlemen 
that such was not the case, but that we simply stated the impres- 
sion which the drill made upon our representative who witnessed 
it. We are fully aware of the difficulties against which National 
Guard Cavalry are compelled to contend; but we have seen the 
Third regiment, under its present commander, drili in a creditable 
manner, and we are not disposed to praise its performances, or that 
of auy other regiment, unless, in our opinion, they deserve it. The 
fact that cavalry man@uvre in the single rank formation, and the 
consequent extension of the front may, in a measure, account for 
the dismounted drill in question; but the drill at Tompkins square 
on last Monday shows that the Third can make a creditable appear- 
ance when the officers and men make a proper effort.

and Major Rogers and Adjutant I. J..Geery were nominated as candi- 
dates, Captain Barnes withdrawing from the contest. ‘Twenty-one 
votes were cast, of which Adjutant Geery received fourteen and 
Major Rogers seven. Adjutant Geery was thereupon declared duly 
elected lieutenant-colonel of the regiment, and signified his acv-ept- 
ance of the position.

The same 
rule holds in the case of the members of a company; first 
should come the names of the active members, and then a state- 
ment of the changes which have taken place since the last inspec- 
tion.

Brigadier-General Brooke Postiey has issued the following order

aut George Schneider, Company C, Third regiment Cavalry, on the 
charge of “‘ Disobedience of orders,” with two specifications. 

The finding of the court is as follows, viz: 

* Not guilty of the first specification.” 

“ Guilty of the second specification.” 

“ Not guilty of the charge.” 

The second specification charges that the accused, being present 
at a drill, held pursuant to regimental orders, was directed by his 
captain “to take his proper post,” and that he “did refuse to obey 
said order, and in the refusal and neglect thereof, did use the follow- 
ing violent and abusive language: ‘“ You (meaning his said captain) 
can go to hell.” 

The court sentenced the accused to be “ publicly reprimanded.” 
The conduct of which the accused is pronounced “ guilty” in- 
volves two of the most serious offences, “ disobedience of orders ”’ 
and “ disrespect to a superior officer.” 

An officer who knows not how, gracefully and promptly, to obey, 
is unfit to exercise command. 

An officer who, not respecting his own position, forgets the 
respect due to his superiors, should not be permitted to reflect upon 
the service by being continucd in it. 

There is a manifest incongruity between the finding fand the 
sentence of the court. 

“The sentence e of courts-martialj shall be ‘in accordance to the 
nature and degree of the offence, and according to military usage.” 
Section 199, Military Code. 

The proceedings and sentence of this court are disapproved by ths 
brigade commander. The court is dissolved, and Lieutenant 
Schneider is relieved from arrest.

‘The chief of said department will transfer to the adjutant- 
general all the money, books, papers, records, flags, trophies and all 
other material in said bureau. The chief of said bureau is hereby 
relieved from all duty and pay, and the several employes of said 
bureau are hereby discharged from all duty and pay on the 3ist day 
of May next.
